The Victory Loan campaign is in the 
home stretch. Saturday's sales brought 
Edmonton subscriptions up to 85 per cent 
of the announced qucta. The only danger 
now that the objective will not be reached 
is a too general assumption that it is cer- 
tain to be reached. Indifference born of 
over-confidence in the outcome could cause 
a buying slump. There were indications last 
week that general interest was already 
sagging because of the growing prospect 
that the city’s allocation would be met. 

This temptation to take for granted 
the goal will be gained should be dis- 
regarded, There is no certainty that the 
objective will be attained, and can be none 
until the sales total reaches the $9,380,000 
mark. It will not be attained if enough 
could-be buyers lightly assume that other 
people will take up the unsold bonds. 

Since the quota assigned to Edmonton 
is a minimum only, with nothing to prevent 
buying in excess of this amount, the sens- 
ible thing to do is to ignore the progress 
that has been made and invest as much as 
possible in these best-of-all securities. Five 
years or ten years from now nobody is 
going to feel that he has too many of them. 
The regrets are going to be on the part of 
those who do not buy now.

Civilians Can’t Be Immune 


A despatch said to be based on official 
Berlin information given out surreptitious- 
ly states that 1,200,000 civilians have been 
killed or are missing in Germany as the 
result of Allied air raids. The number made 
homeless or evacuated because of raid 
danger is placed at nearly 7,000,000. 

Remembering that for many months 
thousands of tons of bombs have been 
dropped og German centres monthly. these 
figures do not seem improbable. That they 
are not several times larger is of course 
due chiefly to the shelters without which 
no German city is considered to be pro- 
perly equipped. For despite the luftwaffe 
and ack-ack guns, the bombers get through 
to their targets. 

This slaughter of civilians and destruc- 
tion of civilian property has of course been 
incidental. It has been no part of Allied 
strategy, nor has it occurred because Allied 
airmen are free to do as they please about 
bombing residential districts—as German 
raiders evidently are. 

When Hitler loosed his bombers and 
strafers on cities in neighboring countries 
he made it inevitable that civilians should 
“this time be in the front line”. With him 
rests the responsibility for the dead and 
homeless in Germany, as in the countries 
he attacked. He asked for “total war” and 
set the pace. The Allies cannot leave his 
munitions factories and railway terminals 
and docks alone just because in destroying 
these it is unavoidable that civilians

They’reGoodat Backing Up 


Rommel! is not the only Nazi 
who is good at conducting a retreat. There 
are others, on the Russian front, who are 
experts in preventing a withdrawal turn- 
ing into a panic rout. That was shown 
when the enemy forces along an 800 mile 
front were pulled back to the Dnieper line 
under pressure of the Russian offensive. 
From Stalingrad to Dnepropetrovsk is 
around 300 miles. This great “advance to 
the rear” started in a defeat involving 
loss of 300,000 men captured, besides 
scores of thousands killed and wounded. 
Only competent leadership and steadine 
on the part of the troops could preven 
back-stepping becoming a wild fli 
disorganized men. 

This is to he remembered in assessing 
the probable results of the disaster that be- 
fell the enemy at the Dnieper. Moscow 
does not claim that the hasty withdrawal 
from the Dnieper line took on the aspect 
of a rout. It may never—as it of course 
may—take on that aspect. Discipline is the 
first and last word in the German militar) 
code, It is enforced without mercy when 
enforcement is needed, and it is seldom 
needed. The retreat is likely to be orderly, 
despite the speed which alone can get 30 
or 40 Hitler divisions out of the closing 
jaws of the Red pincers. Should it break 
into disorder. that would reveal a break in 
the morale of the enemy troops which there 
has been as yet no cause to think has oc- 
curred.

Constructive Investment 


The Dominion Government is paying 
this year about $6,000,000 in assistance to 
Alberta and Saskatchewan farmers whose 
crops were ruined by drought. Altogether 
crop failure, complete or partial, struck 
880 townships in the two provinces. The 
assistance money will not compensate the 
farmers for their loss, but it will help to 
Save them and their families from hard- 
ship. 

This money is raised by a tax of one 
per cent collected on grain sold. The bur- 
den thus falls on the western farmers gen- 
erally, in proportion to the amounts of 

rain they sell, and the genera! taxpayer 
not directly affecjed. But indirectly he 
is also hit, since the tax cuts down the 
buying power of farihers whose crops did 
not fail, and the tofa! amount of grain 
money available for ci¥culation through the 
channels of busine is lower by the 
amount that would haye been received had 


the 


the crop failures not occurred in the dry 
areas. Everybody thus suffers, directly or 
indirectly, because rain did not fall in the 
quantities needed im the affected areas. 

The moral is surely obvious, The Farm 
Rehabilitation policy should be pushed 
ahead more vigorously throughout what is 
known as the semi-arid triangle. In large 
part that project consists of steps to con- 
serve water and in the planting of forest 
tracts and shelter belts to prevent soil 
drifting. The results already obtained have 
been splendid, quite good enough to prove 
that rehabilitation is practicable and worth 
while. 

Broadening and speeding the conserv- 
ing operations would of course cost money. 
measured not in thousands but in millions 
of dollars. It could not be better invested 
for long term benefit to the country. In 
favorable seasons the dry-belt has turned 
into the business system of the Dominion 
many times the probable cost of rehabili- 
tation on a scale as wide as necessary. 
It will repeat that weaith-production if the 
necessary capital is put into schemes to 
free it from dry season crop failures.

Herr Goebbels says there has been no 
serious weakening of morale among the 
people in Germany.

Working by day and listening to the 
bombs blowing the town to pieces at night 
must be somewhat frazzling even to the 
Nazified nerves.

Struggle of the proletariat 
What, finally, is Leninism? 
Leninism is Marxism in the 


epoch of imperialism and prole- 
tarian revolution. Specifically, 


Leninism is the theory and tac- 
tics of proletarian revolution in 
general, and the theory and tac- 
tics of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat in particular. Marx 
and Engels lived and moved in a 
pre-revolutionary period (we have 
in mind the Proletarian Revolu- 
tion) when there was not yet a 
fully developed imperialism. |t 
was a period when the proletar- 
iat was preparing for revolution 
and when the proletarian revolu- 
tion did not yet appear as a direct 
practical inevitability. Lenin, a 
pupil of Marx and Engels, lived, 
on the other hand, in a period of 
fully developed imperialism, in a 
period when the proletarian revo- 
lution was unfolding, when it had 
in fact conquered in one country, 
had routed the bourgeois and in- 
troduced a new epoch of prole- 


tarian democracy—an era of Sov- 
iets. 


This is why Leninism appears as 
the further development of Marx- 
ism 


The exceptionally militant and 
exceptionally revolutionary charac- 
ter of Leninism is usually noted. 
This is perfectly right. But this
